the session, and then acted upon in a 
baxty and imperfect manner. 
If 


members wish to retain the public 
approval, they will take up the 
more important matters promptly, 
discuss them candidly and fully, and 
act accordingly. For once, we hope, 
that minor topics and mere bom- 
bastic speeches will take their ap- 
propriate subordinate positions in 
the discussions of these legislative 
bodies.
